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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.SC 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



1. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,957,933 to Yanof et al. Yanof et al. disclose a stereotactic guide apparatus 
for use with a CT scanner device in image guided surgery procedures. The apparatus 
consists of a medical imaging apparatus for obtaining volumetric images of a subject; 
means for planning an interventional procedure on a subject using the volumetric 
images; a mechanical arm assembly disposed near or attached to the imaging 
apparatus; and an end-effector disposed at the distal end of the mechanical arm 
assembly. The mechanical arm comprises a base support with a plurality of arm 
segments and a plurality of joints between the arm segments. The end-effector contains 
gripping means. The gripping means include first and second finger portions opposed to 
each other and with surgical instrument guides disposed on each finger portion. Means 
for incremental movement of the mechanical arm along a trajectory are provided. Part of 
the trajectory of the mechanical arm may be linear. The gripping force of the gripping 
means allows for manual intervention of the surgical instrument including release of the 
instrument. The gripping means are able to exert perpendicular forces of zero. Position 
tracking means are also provided, as each surgical instrument guidance device is

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adapted to provide a unique identification signal. One embodiment includes two surgical 
instrument guides in which each has first and second prongs extending past the 
respective gripping surfaces (column 2, lines 7-43; column 3, lines 30-67; column 4, all; 
columns, lines 1-49; column 7, lines 40-58; column 9, lines 11-31; column 10, lines 17- 
35; figures 1-9).
